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High Taxes, High Prices Continue 
Yet Nothing Scems To Be Done About It 


A former New Decl treasury cfficicl makes the prediction 
that tho government will take in nearly 20 billion dollars 
more than it will spend this year, leaving “ample room” fox 
a six and a half milion tex cut. 

Testifying before the senate finance commiltee, John 
W. Hanes. undessecretary of the treasury in 1938-39, said that 
“surpluses of the size that are now in prospect means that 
the government is taxing the peop'e far beyond its needs.” 

Here is another view of the many opinions that we've 
heard ever since the Republican congress began trying to 
reduce the taxes and lost out each time because of a presi- 
dential veto. Then it will be recalled Mr. Truman, who had 
always opposed any tcx reduction, suddenly became gener- 
ous and offered to cut everybody's taxes $40. Obviously he 
suddenly remembered that this was an election year and 
November wasn’t too far away. 

But the fact still remcins thet nothing has been done 
about relieving the heavy burden of taxation which still 
weighs upon the American people. With prices slill beyond 
reach on many items, taxes are becoming more ond more 
of a hardship on all classes of people. For while the small 
wage earner is suffering the most because very often he has 
to limit even his necessities, those in the higher brackeis have 
their problems, too. For it has now become the custom that 
the more money you make more and more of it goes to the 
government in Washington. An employer who wants to 
reward a conscientious and competent worker finds that a 
large portion of the raise goes not to the employe who de- 
serves it but to the bureau of internal revenue. If the people 
are to save for that “rainy day” that must come some day— 
be it five years later or more—how are they going to do it? 

We are told that government expenses are far above 
what they were before the war because the services it offers 
to the people have tripled, at least. That may be true and a 
reminder to us that whatever we got from Washington in 
the days gone by was just a “loan” ond that we are paying 
for every bit of it right now. 

Yet, we can't help wondering just how many of the of- 
fices and bureaus being muintained at a great expense to 
the taxpayer are essential now that the war is over and we 
are on our way to some measure of normalcy. Gov. Thomas 
E. Dewey avhen he became governor of New York found it 
very easy to pare down costs by eliminating many of the 
duplications that existed in the state government, No doubt 
much of the same saving could be effected in Washington 
if the people in power had a mind to do something about it. 

High prices and high taxes can not go on indefinitely 
if we are to restore some kind of normal economy to the 
nation. Think of what the millions of veterans who, returning 
from the wars and eager to again make a place for them- 
selves in the nation’s life, have had to contend with. Either 
they couldn't find housing at all (and still can't) or they 
have to pay rent far beyond their means. With most or all 
of their saving depleted, most veterans are finding it impos- 
sible to set aside even a small savings account. 

We can’t arm ourselves against future depressions by 
high taxes and high prices. If it takes everything the aver- 
age wage earner makes to live, what will he have left to 
fall back on when times are bad? This is something that 
the administration could well consider the next time a tax- 
cutting bill is brought before it. While every effort to save 
Europe from communism must be made, it will prove of litile 
value if our economic structure at home collapses in ‘the 
process. :
